Gemma captures nations 
hearts on emotional route 
to Olympic silver medal

GEMMA Gibbons captured the 
Olympic silver medal and the 
hearts of everyone who saw her 
electric performance at the ExCel 
Arena in Docklands. 

But the moment wasn’t the final, the 
moment was getting there from the 
semis. Gemma burst into tears before 
looking up and mouthing the words 
read by millions watching transfixed 
on television: “Love you, Mum.” 

In that instant she dedicated her 
amazing achievement to her mother, 
Jeanette, who first took her along 
to Metro Judo Club at the age of six 
and who died from leukaemia eight 
years ago. It will go down as one of 
the defining memories of the London 
2012 Olympic Games and ignite local 
pride when people talk of the time the 
royal borough was one of the 2012 host 
boroughs. 

Gemma, 25 - who starts a year’s 
teacher training at Edinburgh 
University next month - knew she had 
silver or gold after outbattling French 
world champion Audrey Tcheumeo in 
the semi-final of the 78kg category. But 
US champion Kayla Harrison proved 
just too strong in the final. 

Ranked just 42 in the world, Gemma 
was lifted by incredible home support 
at the venue a DLR ride away from 
her home in Charlton, beating four 
opponents on her way to the final. 

She said afterwards that her message 
to Mum was “just a way of saying 
thank you to her”. She added: “I always 


thought it was possible, otherwise I 
would not have put in the training. I 
had nothing to lose but was nervous 
going into the arena. 

“Deep within, though, I always knew 
I could do something special - and that 
is what drives you on.” 

Hers was the first GB judo medal in 
12 years. “It doesn’t really seem real yet 
but it’s amazing,” she said. “The crowd 
was amazing as well. I wish it could be 
gold for them but it wasn’t to be.” 

Both Gemma and Abbey Wood 
18-year-old Zoe Smith - who broke a 
British record in finishing 12th in her 
weightlifting category - have been 
supported by Greenwich Starting 
Blocks, the charity set up to help elite 
athletes achieve their sporting dreams. 

Metro head coach Mick Murphy told 
GT: “There’s no way Gemma would 
have made it without Starting Blocks. 
The support they gave her made all the 
difference - without a doubt. 

“It was fairytale come true for a 
council estate girl. We watched it 
just above the posh seats and you can 
imagine how we all felt. 

“She said: ‘Can you believe it, Mick?’ 
and I said: ‘No, I can’t.’ It’s been a 
fantastic journey from the moment she 
walked into the club.” 

The leader of Royal Greenwich and 
chair of Starting Blocks, Cllr Chris 
Roberts said: “We are very proud of 
Gemma and Zoe. Gemma has brought 
a silver medal, and Zoe a new British 
record home to her supporters in the 
royal borough. This is a great boost for 
local athletes and gives young people 
two impressive role models.” 
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Equestrian events in royal park 
wow audiences worldwide

HOPES and dreams of an 
incomparable equestrian 
event at the London 2012 
Olympic Games came 
wonderfully true over three 
great days at Greenwich 
Park last week. 

Spectacular pictures against 
the maritime backdrop went out 
all over the world and can only 
boost the royal borough as a 
must place for tourists to visit for 
generations to come. 

And BBC presenter Gabby 
Logan summed it up for royal 
borough residents when she 
reported: “Greenwich was 

looking glorious!” 

That was a view shared by 
Colin Buttery, deputy chief 
executive of the Royal Parks, 
who said: “The iconic views were 
absolutely amazing. The cable 
wire cameras in particular gave 
beautiful shots across the whole 
of the city. One of the key reasons 
why Greenwich Park was chosen 
is its proximity to the Olympic 
Park, making it very much part 
of the London Games. A venue 
miles outside of London wouldn’t 
have had that.” 

The rain since April had caused 
its problems, including the 
building of the 20,500-seat arena. 
“The contractors worked really 
hard and managed to construct 
the arena on time,” said Colin, 
“and the last 10 days of good 
weather definitely helped. 

“We spent two years treating 
the grass, making sure it was 
growing well, using water 
bowsers to irrigate the grass 
along the route of the cross- 
country. The team from the 
Sports Turf Research Institute 
did a fantastic job to make sure 
the five-to-ten metre wide strip 
was in really good health, soft 
enough for the horses without 
being boggy. 

“I had a look round the course 
after the last cross-country rider. 


Seventy-five riders competed on 
the course and it stood up to the 
pressure brilliantly. There are 
a few hoof prints in some of the 
dips but very, very little impact. 

“Feedback from competitors 
was that the course was quite 
challenging. A number of riders 
failed to complete, with four or 
five falling, and riders found 
it tiring for both themselves 
and their horses because of the 
terrain. 

“But it was very exciting and 
I think the crowd had such a 
lovely day. There was very much 
a family atmosphere on the 
Monday, cross-country day, with 
a lot of young people, and it was 
really special.” 

Colin said it would take time 
to get the park completely back 
to normal after the Paralympic 
events which begin on Thursday, 
August 30, until Tuesday, 
September 4. “The park will be 
reinstated in phases starting 
from this week,” he said. “It 
will take time to dismantle the 
stadium itself, so we won’t be 
able to start reinstating that area 
of the park until October. 

“Some areas will come back 
very quickly in time for the 
grass growing season this year. 
Others, particularly where the 
stadium is, we know we will have 
to re-seed and it will take until 
spring next year for the grass to 
completely bed back in. LOCOG 
are totally committed to funding 
that work and our Royal Parks 
experts will be doing it. 

“I understand why people 
were protective of the park and 
we were too. We were keen to 
protect the veteran trees and the 
archaeological and ecologically 
important aspects of the site, 
and that was covered in the 
design from the start, including 
a map with areas that should be 
avoided. 

“There has been disruption but 
I believe it has been worthwhile 
because it has been a fantastic 
advert for Greenwich, the world 
heritage site and the park.” 


Greenwich Park reopen to the public 


PARTS of Greenwich Park 
have now reopened as the 
Royal Borough of Greenwich's 
ensures LOCOG meets planning 
obligations after the spectacular 
Equestrian Cross-Country and 
Eventing at the iconic London 
2012 venue. 

The park is still hosting jumping 
and dressage and modern 
pentathalon events until 
Sunday, August 1 2, but as these 
are taking place in the main 


arena, work on reopening the 
rest of the park is able to take 
place. The royal borough is 
currently holding meetings with 
LOCOG to ensure Greenwich 
Park is opened to the public 
at the earliest possible time. 
LOCOG say that de-rigging 
the Cross-Country course will 
take some time and a phased 
opening underway to remove 
the equipment from the Olympic 
events and to re-instate the park 



as it was. The Flower Garden, 
the Ranger's Field and the Rose 
Garden were due to open to the 
public last Saturday. The rest of 
the West side of the park will 
open phase by phase. 

The park is now accessible 
via Vanbrugh Park Gate, 
Chesterfield Gate and Crooms 
Hill Gate with Maze Hill Gate 
opening as soon as possible. The 
children's playground remains 
open as it has done for nearly 


all of the Games. Cllr Chris 
Roberts, leader of the Royal 
Borough of Greenwich said: 
"We are in constant discussions 
with LOCOG to make sure the 
schedule to reopen Greenwich 
Park is followed- and we will 
continue to push them to carry 
out the works to reinstate the 
park as quickly as is possible."

A WARM Woolwich welcome was in 
store for intrepid pensioner Megan 
Lewis when she arrived in town 
after RIDING by horse from Beijing 
in China to London to connect the 
two Olympic host cities. 

Mounted soldiers from the King’s 
Troop Royal Horse Artillery met 
her at the Royal Artillery Barracks 
as she neared the end of her epic 
four-year trek. 

She had ridden 10,000 miles 
across deserts, mountains, rivers 
and plains, supported by ‘Hoof’, 
the legacy brand of the British 
Equestrian Federation which 
promotes equestrian sport. 

The King’s Troop stepped in to 
greet her when the former London 
geography teacher’s arrival plans 
nearly fell at the last fence. 

Megan had been due to go to 
Greenwich’s Equestrian and 
Horticultural Skills Centre. But 
as it is still being built, the Troop 
offered the barracks parade square 
so she could arrive in style last 
month. 

Captain Owen Beynon-Brown, of 
the King’s Troop, said: “As soon as 
we heard that Megan was arriving 
after such an epic journey, and 
being passionate about horses 
ourselves, we were delighted to 
help. Four King’s Troop riders in 
Mounted Full Dress uniform met 
Megan at Oxleas Wood and escorted 
her to the barracks.” 

Megan had ridden for 25 miles 
a day, spending eight hours in 
the saddle, using seven different 
horses over the 10 countries - China, 
Kazakhstan, Russia, Ukraine, 
Hungary, Austria, Germany, France 
and England.

New parking 
permits sent 

Residents should now be 
displayingcorrected permits 

RESIDENTS who were sent the wrong 
parking permits for use during the 
2012 Games should have received 
new ones by now. 

Games organisers LOCOG were due to 
replace the incorrect permits for residents 
and residents’ visitors by Tuesday last 
week (July 31). Anyone who has not 
received their new permit should call 
LOGOG’s Parking Permit Service number 
on 0300 777 2012. 

LOCOG had asked people to display 
the previously-issued permits and their 
LOCOG registration number until the 
new permits arrived. 

People should now be displaying their 
new permits and dispose of the old ones 
securely as they are no longer valid. 


The royal borough has been working 
with LOCOG to help correct their mistake 
as quickly as possible. 

The incorrect permits were marked 
‘Existing CPZ’ (Controlled Parking Zone) 
when they should have been printed to 
include a designated parking zone. 

Parking controls are being applied across 
wide areas of the borough - everywhere 
within 30 minutes’ walking distance of the 
Olympic and Paralympic Games venues. 

This is to ensure that spectators 
travel to events by public transport. 
More importantly, it is to ensure that 
residents are still able to park safely and 
conveniently near their own premises. 

Meanwhile the royal borough is also

Italian olives safety alert 


THE royal borough has issued a food 
safety warning after someone fell ill with 
food poisoning after eating olives. 

The warning comes after the Food 
Standards Agency (FSA) confirmed a 
member of the public fell ill with Botulism 
poisoning after eating a variety of Italian 
olives. The olives produced by the I DIVINI 
di Chicco Francesco brand are named Olive 
Bella di Cerignola. The product may have 
been sold with a white decorative paper 
covering and the lid secured with string. 
People who may have bought this specific 
brand of olives are warned not to eat 
them and to contact the royal borough's 
environmental health team who will 
arrange for collection of the product. 
Councillor Maureen O'Mara, cabinet 
member for community safety and 
environment said: "We would urge any 
members of the public to contact the Royal 
Borough's Environmental Health Team if 
they have come across this brand of olives 


or know anywhere that they are being 
sold". 

She added:"Botulism poisoning is very rare 
in the United Kingdom and we want to 
make it clear that it is only the Olive Bella di 
Cerignola variety which has tested positive 
for the bacteria by the FSA." 

Some of the symptoms to look out for are 
a combination of blurred vision, difficulty 
swallowing and difficulty speaking - 
symptoms that rapidly get worse. They are 
then followed by general muscle weakness. 
Any person, child or adult, with these 
symptoms should seek urgent medical 
advice.

Doreen carries Olympic flag 


THE Olympic opening 
ceremony was a 
poignant event for 
Doreen Lawrence, the 
mother of murdered 
Eltham student Stephen 
Lawrence.

She was reported as 


saying she was carrying 
the flag for “so many 
people” including her 
18-year-old son, who was 
killed by a gang of white 
youths as he waited at an 
Eltham bus stop in April 
1993. 

She said it was an 
honour to be at the head 
of the flag-carrying 
group. Several days 
earlier she had carried 


the Olympic Flame past 
the Stephen Lawrence 
Centre in Deptford, 
which she set up with 
her former husband 
Neville. 

The couple campaigned 
tirelessly to get justice 
for their son. Two men 
were found guilty of 
murder by an Old Bailey 
jury in January and 
jailed.

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Barriers down 

Royal borough quells 
row over town blockade

FURIOUS businesses in Greenwich 
town centre are breathing a sigh of 
relief after the royal borough stepped 
in over the row about safety barriers 
preventing Olympic spectators from 
using the town’s restaurants, shops 
and bars. 

Games organisers LOCOG erected 
barriers along the walking route to 
Greenwich Park where the equestrian 
events were taking place last week. It 
meant visitors could not get access to the 
town’s attractions and facilities. 

The move caused uproar among the 
town centre traders, who had been 
planning for a massive influx of new 
customers and a unique opportunity to 
get their tills jingling. 

Many had taken on extra staff, and 
re-scheduled their trading hours - 
opening very early, and closing much 
later. 

But action by the Royal Borough of 
Greenwich led to an about-turn by 
LOCOG. And within days traders 
reported that business was starting to 
take off. 

A royal borough spokesman said: 
“LOCOG are responsible for the barriers 
in Greenwich town centre and, at our 
request, they have left gaps so that 
visitors can cross over roads and enjoy 
all the shops and independent traders 
around Greenwich Market and town 
centre. LOCOG stewards are helping 
to promote local attractions including 
Greenwich Market, local businesses 
and the Greenwich Summer Festival. 
This backs up the existing work of the 
royal borough’s volunteers who have 
already distributed 150,000 promotional 
booklets and a new leaflet promoting 
local businesses.” 

Steve Nelson, principal director of 
the South East London Chamber of 
Commerce, said: “The whole object of 
the talks and discussions before the 
Olympics was to get visitors into local 
shops and markets. What happened was 
the opposite. I’m glad the council took 
moved in to put things right. Now, it’s 
as it should have been in the first place.” 

Andrew Major, assistant manager at the 
Hide All leather goods shop in Greenwich 
Market, said: “The large barriers came 


down on Wednesday, and within the first 
hour we got a big increase in customers 
with 85 per cent of them going to the 
Olympics, and it’s now what we had been 
expecting.” 

Isaac Lilos, partner at the Arty Globe 
artwork shop in Greenwich Market, said: 
“Taking the barriers away is definitely 
a good start, and we are not being 


blockaded any more. It means people can 
come in and enjoy Greenwich.” 

Rob Toogood, proprietor of the Compedia 
traditional games shop in Greenwich 
Market said: “We are stocking Olympic 
souvenirs such as playing cards and 
special Olympics version of Monopoly 
which are selling quite well. 

“We’ve sold them to officials and 


competitors, the people who are actually 
based here. Fingers crossed things are 
picking up now.” 

Maria Livings from Lush Designs in 
College Approach, said: “We are trying 
to direct our customers to other shops 
as well. 

“Tourists ask us where to eat and we 
tell them where to go, and also tell them 
about the other shops and the market. 
People can use their Royal Greenwich 
2012 Visitor Card with us and get a 15 per 
cent discount. For us the Olympics have 
been very good, and there’s definitely 
a different vibe in the town now the 
barriers have been moved to allow people 
to get in.” 



Trading spaces for small business owners 



SMALL business-owners 
are using the Games as an 
opportunity to showcase their 
goods and services. 

They’ve been running stalls in 
the ‘live sites’ which give them 
access to residents or visitors 
coming to watch the Games. 
The two sites are at the 
Old Royal Naval College in 
Greenwich and in General 
Gordon Square, Woolwich. 
They’ve been organised by 
the royal borough’s business 
support team in partnerhsip 
with the South East Chamber 
of Commerce, South East 
Enterprise and the Greenwich 
Community Development 
Agency. 

Some 50 companies, which 
included caterers and craft 
traders applied to run a stall 
over the 17-day Games period. 

Guarida Community Cafe 
has a stall in General Gordon 
Square for the period of the 
Games. The cafe, which is part 
of the Kidbrooke Community 
Enterprises, has been running

since 2008 at Woolwich 
Common. 

Seventeen-year-old Alishia 
Jallo, is daughter of cafe 
founder Rosa Goncalves and 
part of the team running the 
stall in Woolwich. She told 
GT: “This is our first day and 
it’s been going really well. We 
sold out of a lot of dishes by 
lunchtime. The jollof rice, ribs 
and chicken were popular. 
We’ve had a really good 
reaction to our food, people are 
returning for seconds!” 

She added: “This location has 
allowed the cafe to get some 
recognition and make people 
more aware of what we’re 
about. It’s been challenging 
so far but it’s also given us a 
chance to meet new people, 
mingle and introduce them 
to some new flavours as we 
specialise in Brazilian food 
fused with other international 
flavours.

like to thank Chris Paul for 
taking time out from his busy 
Olympic preparations and 
spending it with Greenwich 
young people. His coaching 
advice and motivational words 
were gratefully received by a 
captivated audience. He is truly 
an inspiration.” 

Thomas Tallis School was 
officially reopened in May 2012 
after being completely rebuilt 
through the Building Schools for 
the Future (BSF) programme. 

As part of the royal borough’s 
sporting legacy, the school’s 
sports facilities got half of a 
£6.5million investment, with 
the other half going to create 
an identical facility at Crown 


Woods School. The first class 
facilities are open to the local 
community and sports groups 
all year round and include a 
1,000 sq m martial arts gym, a 
sports hall with space for six 
badminton courts, 1,000 sq m 
artistic gymnastics hall and the 
capacity to stage regional level 
basketball competitions, with 
seating for 500 spectators.

Addicks 1 campaign 
reducing knife crime 


FIGURES show that the 
Charlton Athletic Community 
Trust campaign. Street 
Violence Ruins Lives (SVRL) is 
continuing to have a positive 
impact on the streets of the 
royal borough four years after 
its launch. 

Statistics show that the 
work between CACT, Royal 
Greenwich, Greenwich police 
and other partners is winning 
the war on youth violence and 
knife crime, as both types of 
crime are down. 

The SVRL campaign is one 
of a number of projects in 
Greenwich all helping to 
ensure that youth violence is 
decreasing. The latest figures, 
which compare the period of 
April 201 1 - May 201 1 with 
April 201 2 - May 201 2, show 
how knife crime is down by 28 
per cent with 1 9 fewer crimes 
than the previous year (66 
offences in 201 1 - 47 offences 
in 201 2 ) and youth violence is 
down by 40 per cent with 48 


fewer crimes (120 offences in 
201 1 - 72 offences in 201 2). 
The programme is delivered in 
schools, on estates' bases and 
with young people identified 
as being involved or at risk of 
becoming involved in crime 
or violence. Specialist work is 
also carried out with repeat 
offenders who are at risk of 
custodial sentences or who 
have been released from 
custody on licence. 

Greenwich Borough 
Commander Richard Wood 
said: "I am really pleased 
with the joint venture with 
CACT. However, we won't 
be complacent and remain 
committed to reducing youth 
violence and engaging with 
young people. 

"We will therefore continue 
to work with CACT to ensure 
that young people in the royal 
borough stay safe and are 
diverted from crime."

How the lettings policy works 

Housing applicants are placed within ‘Bands’ according 
to the Royal Borough of Greenwich’s policy for letting 
homes. Your band information is on the letter that the 
Council sent you when you registered, or when your 
circumstances changed. Property adverts say which band 
can apply and any other criteria. When all the bids are 
received, the property is then offered to: For properties 
advertised for band A and band B - the applicant who has 
had this priority status for the longest time. For properties 
advertised for band C applicants - the applicant who has 
been registered on the Council’s list for the longest time. 


BAND 

A is for applicants in unsatisfactory housing, including 
people moving due to demolition and those 
underoccupying their homes. 

B is for applicants the Royal Borough of Greenwich 
must prioritise according to the law, particularly 
homeless people, and others with an urgent need 
to move for medical or welfare reasons. 

C is for all applicants on the housing register, 

including those that are in priority bands A and B. 


How do I apply? 


Get on the list 

First, you’ve got to be on the housing waiting list to join the scheme. 
If you’re not, register an application on line at 

www.royalgreenwich.gov.uk 


Find your applicant number 

It will be on the letter you’ve already had from the Royal Borough 
of Greenwich about the new scheme. You’ll need that number and 
the reference number of the property you’re after, which will be on 
the advert. 


Pick out your ideal property 

by looking in Greenwich Time or regularly checking the website: 

www.royalgreenwich.gov.uk/homes 

Click on your preference on the website. If you don’t have a computer, you 
can always use one for free in either your neighbourhood housing office, 
library or UK Online centre. 


Apply in one of two ways 

• Phone the 24-hour hotline 020 8921 4340. It’s an automatic push- 
button system and calls will be charged at the normal local rate, or 

• Via the Royal Borough of Greenwich’s website

Changes to the rents and 
tenancies of some advertised 
housing association properties. 

Affordable Housing 

Currently the rent level for the properties you 
see advertised in Greenwich Homes is significantly 
lower than full market rents in private sector 
housing. 

From now you will now be seeing some housing 
association properties advertised for higher rents, 
up to eighty percent of the market rent. These 
rents will also include the service charge that you 
will need to pay for the property. We will use the 
phrase Affordable Housing on the adverts to help 
you identify these properties. 

Please note the Council will continue to 
advertise all the homes it owns at the 
standard rent level. 

You can bid for properties advertised as 
Affordable Housing in exactly the same way as for 
other advertised properties. If you are successful 
the housing association may want to check you 
have enough income to pay the higher rent, 
whether you are working or on benefits. If you are 
currently a housing association tenant the rent you 
pay on your present home will not be affected by 
this change. 

Fixed term tenancies 

You will also notice that the tenancies for 
Affordable Housing and some other housing 
association properties may now be for a shorter 
period than the present lifetime tenancies offered 
by housing associations. The phrase Fixed term 
tenancy will be used in the adverts to identify 
these properties. The tenancy details will be 
explained to you if you are successful when you 
view the property. 

Please think about these changes when 
bidding for an Affordable housing 
property and make sure you can afford 
the home that you choose.

Record 
breaker 



ZOE Smith, the weightlifting 
sensation who first hit the 
headlines in Greenwich Time 
as a 13-year-old five years ago, 
was cheered to the rooftops all 
over the royal borough when 
she broke a British record in 
her first Olympic Games last 
Monday, (July 30). 

The girl from Abbey Wood said: 
“The overriding memory will be 
the last lift I got. The only thing I 
can compare the atmosphere to is 
when I went to see the band Muse at 
Wembley and it was a similar level of 
cheer to what they got. 

“Sixty fans at the British 
championships is amazing, so 6,000 
was beyond belief.” 

The emotional athlete added: 
“Thank you to everybody who came, 
you got me through the competition 
and I love you all.” 

Zoe has been supported from early 
on by Greenwich Starting Blocks

- the charity set up to support elite 
athletes’ dreams of sporting success. 

She set the new clean and jerk 
record of 121kg at the second attempt 
in front of a wildly cheering audience 
at the ExCel Arena in Docklands. 
She moved up to second place in the 
58kg group after finishing fourth 
in the snatch with 90kg after twice 
failing to break that record at 93kg. 

Zoe, at 18 the youngest competitor 
in the whole event, might have 
competed in the 63kg category but 
is keeping to 58kg with the aim of 
getting among the medals in Rio in 
four years’ time. 

She said: “There was a mention 
of me competing at 63kg, but only 
when I nearly didn’t make weight. I 
weighed in 57.98kg. 

“The plan was always for me to 
compete at 58kg, just for experience, 
because that is where I’ll be hopefully 


winning a medal in 2016. It seems 
like a long way off but after the 
next four years I’ll have a lot more 
experience and I do think I’m going 
to be able to bring it, come 2016.” 

Zoe finished second in the B 
group and 12th overall after the A 
group competition that followed 
in the evening. Her performance 
was also the perfect response to 
those who had abused her on 
Twitter during the lead-up to her 
first Olympics. 

“There are people out there who 
hate female weightlifters because 
we apparently all look like men,” 
she said. “But we don’t - I’m a 
girl, I wear make-up and lip-gloss 
and things like that. 

“My message to them is: What 
are you doing with your life? I’ve 
just competed at the Olympics!”
